3.  Another  startling  thing  suggested  b^ 
the  writer  is  the  growing  tendency  in  favoj’j 
of  some  kind  of  a “federation  of  churches V, 
which  will  lessen  the  financial  strain  anjl 
better  pay  the  preachers.  That  is  the  idea 
as  I see  it.  If  my  understanding  is  correct, 
“where  are  they  at,”  in  England!  I aa-j 
mit  that  I am  a crank  on  the  question  (^f 
"federation.”  I do  not  mean  that  I am  op- 
posed to  working  with  other  denominations 
when  anil  where  it  can  be  done  without  sac- 
rifice of  principle,  I appreciate  such  effort^, 
but  I do  mean  that  I am  opposed  now,  anjd 
I believe  forever,  to  any  organic  federation 
between  denominations.  I am  opposed  10 
it  because  I know  that  such  a “federation!' 
would  result  in  persecution  to  somebody, 
sooner  or  later.  The#only  thing  in  the  worjd 
that  stopped  persecution  was  the  growitjd 
strength  and  influence  of  denominations 
(hat  opposed  the  State  Churches,  and  t|e 
only  thing  needed  to  bring  hack  persecution 
is  such  a combination  of  ehun&ea  as  w|ll 
give  to  the  combined  forces  dominating 
power;  but,  as  I see  it,  the  lowest  possible 
ground  for  federation  yet  suggested  is  tne 
financial  basis,  or  necessity. 

Brethren,  if  you  will  not  persecute  me  tbo 
severely  for  expressing  what  I feel,  1 wjl|l 
say  that  the  facts  set  forth  in  this  letnsjr 
express  too  truly  a growing  condition  all 
over  the  world.  The  ministry  is  being  4* 
up  as  a “caste”  of  dependents,  either  tj>q 
good  or  too  lazy  to  work,  and  “preaching 
only  for  what  they  get  out  of  it.”  God  for- 
bid that  such  a wave  shall  spread  very  fji. 
Let  us  get  baek  to  the  manhood  of  our  fath- 
ers and  of  the  apostles  and  show  to  the 
world  that  we  are  called  of  God  and  mqst 
preach  though  we  have  to  labor. 


A.  J.  Preston's  Non-8equitur. 

I did  not  write  for  the  purpose  of  get- 
ting up  a controversy  with  Brother  Prestta. 
1 might  have  been  presumptious  but  did  qM 
mean  to  be  unkind.  I only  wanted  to  |l)e 
plain  and  positive.  I confess  that  I v(as 
surprised  and  felt  a little  piqued  at  his  ta- 
ply,  and  I fear  that  Brother  Preston  feltjso 
too,  which  I much  regret,  as  1 felt  that  !he 
best  of  feeling  existed  between  us,  and  wlsjh 
it  so  to  remain,  but  I feel  that  his  letter  jin 
The  Record  of  June  10  needs  answering,  fie 
says  that  according  to  my  conclusion  “that 
if  we  should  sometimes  preach  on  baptipjn 
it  follows  that  we  should  at  all  times  preiflh 
on  bantism.”  No  principle  would  be  vio- 


on  baptism.”  No  principle  would  be  vio- 
lated to  preach  on  baptism  in  every  sernjon 
delivered,  for  no  one  can  preach  baptggn 
without  preaching  Christ  Jesus  crucified, 
buried  and  risen  again  and  who  would  i^y 
that  it  is  not  right  to  preach  Christ  as  (he 
risen  Lord  at  all  tiniest  It  seems  thatigll 
the  converts  of  the  New  Testament  under- 
stood and  received  baptism  immediately 
upon  having  believed  in  Jesus,  therefor!  it 
must  have  been  preached  to  them  or  they 
would  not  have  known  anything  about  it  I 
feel  sure  that  we  do  not  preach  it  enough. 
Brother  Preston  says  in  his  non-sequnnr 


“Those  who  agree  on  the  plan  of  salvation 
but  differ  as  to  the  ordinances  and  church 
polity,  may  at  times  agree  to  lay  aside  these 
points  of  difference,  for  the  time,  ana  en- 
gage in  a union  meeting  for  the  salvation  of 
souls.”  Now  I would  like  for  Brother  Pres- 
ton to  give  us  the  chapter  and  verse  in  the 
scripture  where  we  can  lay  aside  the  ordi- 
nances (baptism  and  the  Lord’s  Supper,  of 
eourse)  at  any  tunje  or  any  teaching  therein 
that  would  justify  such  an  unwarranted 
conclusion*.  Kindly  and  candidly  1 cannot 
see  that  his  comparisons  are  relevant  to  the 
question.  All  people  can  as  citizens — not  as 
a church  or  in  church  capacity — uuitc  in 
supporting  our  government  and  work  to- 
gether to  have  good  l^ws,  etc.,  enacted,  but 
it  does  not  follow  that  all  people  with  their 
various  contradictory  opinions  can  form  a 
so-called  church  or  unite  in  so-called  church 
work.  Jesus  said  “My  Kingdom  is  not  of 
this  world.”  In  a series  of  sermons  in- 
tended to  convert  unbelievers,  baptism 
should  be  preached  often,  if  not  every  ser- 
mon, in  its  proper  relation  to  Christ.  The 
Lord's  supper  siiould  also  have  a prominent 
place  and  to  form  any  sort  of  an  agreement 
to  lay  them  aside  at  anytime,  especially 
during  a "protracted  meeting”  is  too  much 
for  me.  Tne  scriptures  do  uot  contemplate 
the  different  soc.etips  calling  tnemselves 
churehes  except  as  false  teachers  and  anti- 
Christ,  and  repeatedly  warns  us  that  such 
would  come  appearing  as  angels  of  light  and 
ministers  of  righteousness  “wherefore  come 
out  from  among  them  and  be  ye  separate.” 
“If  there  come  any  unto  you,  and  bring  not 
this  doctrine,  receive  him  not  into  your 
house,  neither  bid  him  God  speed:  for  he 
that  bideth  him  God  speed  is  partaker  of 
his  evil  deeds.”  II.  John  10  verse.  Liberty 
does  not  consist  in  laying  aside  any  New 
Testament  teaching  for  the  sake  of  any  man 
or  set  of  men,  neither  is  there  auything 
gained  thereby,  but  always  entangles  again 
in  the  yoke  of  bondage.

United  Kingdom  Baptist  Notes. 

(Special  and  exclusive  to  The  Baptist  Rec- 
ord, from  our  London  Correspondent). 
There  are  pessimists  amongst  the  Baptists 
of  this  country  who  bemoan  themselves  that 
things  are  not  as  they  should  be  and  there 
are  others  who,  whilst  recognizing  a certain 
weakness  in  things  where  strength  is  wish- 
ed for,  still  aid  improvement  by  speaking 
out  boldly.  Occasionally  these  outbursts 
are  not  in  the  best  of  taste,  but  still,  in  pur- 
suance of  our  policy  of  reviewing  the  whole 
of  the  church  in  this  country,  some  mention 
should  be  made  even  of  the  things  which 
are  perhaps  both  unpalatable  and  unwar- 
ranted. 

i A discussion  on  “Nonconformity  and  Pol- 
i itics"  at  the  meeting  of  the  Yorkshire  Bap- 
tist Association  was  notable  for  a striking 
i speech  by  the  Rev.  R.  O.  Johns  of  Hull, 
i He  declared  that  the  membership  of  the 
, Free  Churehes  had  not  only  decreased,  but 
r that  the  reported  decrease  was  less  than 

s the  actual  Their  influence  on  the  nation. 

1 he  said,  was  diminishing  because  the  aims 
and  ideals  of  Nonconformists  had  changed 
f during  the  last  thirty  years.  Proceeding  to 
t develop  his  theory.  Mr.  Johns  remarked 
r that  thirty  years  ago  the  outstand  ng  figure 
I in  Nonconformity  was  C.  H.  Spurgeon,  who 
i.  did  not  in  his  pulpit  briifj  up  matters  that 
r were  discussed  in  Parliament,  and  ask  his 
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congregation  to  pass  resolution*  respecting 
them.  Spurgeon’s  message  was  the  personal 
regeneration  of  the  individual.  Long  be- 
fore the  old-age  pensions  were  thought,  of, 
Spurgeou  looked  after  the  aged  poor  in  his 
tnurch  and  long  before  there  was  a Chil- 
dren a Bill  be  had  built  orphanages.

If  there  was  a 
democratic  budget  brought  in  by  a Baptiat 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  he  wag  ready 
to  praise  li.  Indeed,  the  whole  procedure 
seemed  to  suggest  that  the  Kingdom  of 
God  was  to  come  by  way  of  the  House  of 
Commons.  I It  is  perhaps  neednesa  to  add 
that  Mr.  John’s  vigorous  thrusts  were  not 
welcomed  by  a considerable  number  of  his 
listeners,  and  that  hit  remarks  were  punc- 
tuated with  expressions  of  dissent. 

Baptists} everywhere  are  rightly  annoyed, 
and  Welsh  Baptists  in  particular,  at  the 
dropping  of  the  Welsh  Church  Disestablish- 
ment  Bill  for  the  present  session.  The  in- 
dignation is  increasing  in  volume  and  the 
feeling  is  quite  universal.  The  introduction 
of  a highly  contentious  budget  has  practi- 
cally pushed  every  other  measure  of 
on  one  side  for  the  present  session,  rhe 
government  was  perhaps  in  error  in  intro- 
ducing the  bill  at  all  under  «»«  ««““■ 

stances,  but  it  is  quite  certain  that  the  W elan 
people  will  not  accept  the  action  of  the  gov- 
ernment as  a proper  fulfillment  of  the  heavy 
pledges  given  at  the  last  election.

What  Does  the  Greek  Word  Rendered  Bap- 
tise Meant 

j Tt  is  late  in  the  day  to  ask  that  question, 
bpt  it  needs  to  be  asked  anew  and  answered 
with  the  testimony  of  anthorities  who  speak 
only  from  the  standpoint  of  actual  facta, 
liimehow.  I cannot  tell  how  they  can  get 
their  consent  to  do  so  many  preachers  of 
fpday  who  do  not  believe  iin  immersion  for 
baptism,  when  speaking  for  the  common 
people,  tell  them  that  we  cannot  tell  from 
the  Greek  word  rendered  baptize,  just  what 
was  meant  because  the  word  has  so  many 
njeaning*.  Having  this  fact  brought  to  me 
8<i  often  recently,  I decided  to  get  together 
the  statements  made  by  the  unabridged  dic- 
tionaries. which  are  within  reach  of  all,  and 
tie  standard  encyclopaedias,  which  all  ean 
read  for  themselves,  and  send  them  out  for 
tile  use  of  all  who  may  WRnt  to  know  just 
what  the  recognized  anthorities  of  the  Eng- 
lish language  say  about  the  meanings  of  the 
Greek  words  baptize  and  baptism.  If  any 
ope  questions  what  I give  below  get  the 
books  and  read  for  yourself.  I will  not 
give  the  testimony  of  a single  Greek  book, 
but  of  English  dictionaries : Webster,  Wor- 
cester. The  Century  and  The  Standard  Dic- 
tionaries: then  the  Encyclopaedia  Britani- 
ci.  Chamber’s  Encyclopaedia  The  Colum- 
bian Encyclopaedia,  and  the  Encvelopaedia 
of  Religion*  Knowledge,  by  Rehaff-Herzog. 
None  of  tbesp  are  Baptist  books,  and  all 
speak  only  from  the  standpoint  of  accuracy 
ajid  scholarship. 

Now  mark  this.  T am  not  giving  you  what 
these  authorities  say  are  the  meanings  of 
the  English  word  “baptize.”  but  what  they 
?(t»y  was  and  is  the  meaning  of  the  Greek 
ytord  used  by  Chr;st  and  the  apostles  and 
rendered  into  English  by  "baptize.”  The 
English  word  “baptize”  really  has  no  mean- 
ing of  its  own.  but  means  anvthing  that 
■ijeonle  mav  choose  to  do  «nd  call  it  baptize, 
but  the  Greek  words  rendered  baptize  did. 
Recording  to  our  standard  dictionaries,  have 
t specific  meaning:  and  all  of  the  dietion- 
*ries  and  all  of  the  encyclopaedias  agree  as 
(n  jnst  what  that  meaning  was  Now  sorely 
jf  all  of  these  standard  dictionaries  of  the 
English  language  sav  that  the  Greek  word 
Rendered  bant’ze  did  bate  a definite  and 
ppeeifie  meaning  no  one  will  be  so  pre- 
kumntnons  as  to  set  himself  against  soeh 
Authorities.  What.  then,  do  these  dictiona- 
ries and  encyclopaedias  sqv? 
j Webster  savs;  “Baptism — Greek  Baptia- 
4na.  Baptism  os  from  Baotlzein.  to  dip.”  No- 
tice. please,  that  he  jnst  gives  the  Greek 
(words  and  then  gives  as  their  meaning,  “to 
join.” 

Worcester  says:  “Baptize  (Greek  Ban- 
tizo.  to  din  or  mer^e”).  Baptism  (Greek 
iBantimos.  s dipniog”). 

The  Centnry  Diotinnarv  says:  “Baptize 
(Greek  Baptizein.  to  din  In  or  under  water!. 
(Rantein.  d>p  in  water).!  Baptism  (Greek 
Baptizein.  din  or  plunge  in  or  under  water, 
sink  fa  ship),  drench,  soak  draw  (wine), 
by  dinning  wi»b  a onp.” 

The  R^andard  Dietionarv  savs;  “Baptize 
(Greek  Baptizo,  from  Bapto.  dip.” 
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Now  look  these  definitions  over  carefully, 
remembering  that  they  are  the  definitions 
given  by  the  dictionaries  recognized  by  all 
as  authority  on  the  meanings  of  words,  then 
tell  me,  if;  you  ean.  how  any  man  can  say 
that  we  cknnot  tell  from  the  Greek  words 
used  by  CJirist  and  the  apostles  what  is 
meant  by  ihe  words  rendered  baptize  aqd 
baptism.  These  authorities  all  agree  and 
give  the  meanings  of  the  words  used. 

But  what  do  the  encyclopaedias  say  about 
it?  The  Encyclopaedia  Britaniea.  consider- 
ed the  t>esf,  says  of  baptism:  “The  word  is 
derived  from  Greek  word  Baptizo,  the  fre- 
quentativelform  of  Bapto,  to  d:p  or  **i*an; 
which  ia  tne  term  used  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment when  the  sacrament  is  described.” 

Chambers  Encyclopaedia  says  of  baptism: 
“It  is  however,  indisputable  that  in  the 
primitive  fhurch  the  ordinary  mode  of  bap- 
tism was  by  immersion  ” 

The  Colombian  Encyclopaedia  says  of  bap- 
tism: “Baptize,  from  Greek  Baptizo,  I dip, 

I submerge,  I cleanse  by  dipping;  from 
Bapto,  I dip,  I immerse.”  Then,  in  com- 
ment it  saJ’S:  “Whatever  may  be  the  mean- 
ing of  thei  Greek  verb  Baptizo,  or  whatever 
the  binding  force  on  all  lands  and  ages  of 
the  outward  modes  of  observance  among  the 
primitive  Christian*  in  the  Orient,  it  is  in- 
disputable that  in  the  primitive  church  the 
ordinary  mode  of  baptism  was  by  immer- 
sion.” j , 

The  Rehaff-Herzog  Encyclopaedia,  edited 
by  Dr.  Sebaff,  a Presbyterian,  and  Dr.  Her- 
zog a German  Lutheran,  say*  of  baptism, 
under  “Baptism  Considered  Biblically  : 
“Baptism  is  a highly  symbolical  act.  The 
washing  of  the  body  symbolizes  the  cleans- 
ing from  kin.  Rpoken  of  as  forgiveness  It 
also  symbolizes  the  burial  with  Christ  Rom. 
6:3,  4 ; Cal.  2:12.  by  reason  of  which  the  re- 
cipient isl  bonnd  to  die  onto  sin.  Baptism 
was  administered  in  running  water. 

Then  under  “Baptism  Considered  Practi- 
cally.” the  same  encyclopaedia  says:  “In 
the  primitive  church,  baptism  was  by  ^m- 
mersion.  Ixeept  in  the  ease  of  the  sick. 

Rpad  nl|  of  these  statements  carefully,  and 
if  yon  doubt  that  I have  quoted  them  cor- 
rectly geti  the  hooks  and  read  for  yourself 
and  see.  I have  given  jnst  what  the  stand- 
ard. scholarly,  supposedly  accurate  authori- 
ties sav  aq  to  the  meaning  of  the  Greek  word 
used  by  <Air  Lord  and  rendered  into  English 
by  the  wprd  baptize,  and  not  one  of  them 
savs  that;  the  word  meant  to  sprinkle  or  to 
pour.  bn|  to  dip.  to  merge  or  to  immerse, 
or  the  equivalent  of  these  words. 

Let  me;  give  one  other  testimony,  the  very 
latest  Pafdobaptist  work  of  eminent  schol- 
arship. That  is  the  RtandaM  Bible  Diction- 
ary. gotten  out  by  Funk  A Wagnalls  Co.  this 
year  and  claiming  to  be  scholarly  accurate 
"regardlesji  of  all  other  teachings  Under 
baptism,  page  85,  this  dictionary  says : As 
to  the  forin  of  bantism  it  is  clear  that  in  so 
far  as  the  rite  of  John’s  ministry  was  de- 
rived frrtm  purification  and  initiatory  cere- 
monies it  was  administered  in  mnmng  wa- 
ter with  a partial  or  entire  submersion  or 
the  bodvj  and  further  that  in  so  f«r  as  the 
rite  of  the  early  ehnrcb  was  a reproduction 
of  John’s,  it  was  administered  after  the 
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same  general  form.”  This  same  dictionary 
says  under  “proselyte, ” page  710,  “It  is  cer- 
tain that  immersion  was  required  in  the  ease 
of  adherent*  as  well  a*  of  proselyte* 

This  is  surely  enough  to  establish  the  fact 
that  the  word  used  by  our  Savior  and  his 
apostles  to  set  forth  the  rite  he  commended 
us  to  observe  had  a definite  meaning : and 
since  the  four  great  dietionar  r*  of  our 
language,  four  of  the  heat  encyclopaedia*, 
and  the  latest  Bible  dictionary  none  of 
which  are  edited  by  Baptists,  all  teach  that 
the  words  did  have  a specific  meaning,  and 
that  that  meaning  was  pxae|ly  the  meaning 
given  by  Baptist*  of  today,  let  its  rest  satis 
fled  and  go  on  serving  God  “in  the  good 
old  way.” 

Keep  this  snd  show  it  to  those  who  say 
the  words  for  baptize  and  baptism  mean  to 
sprinkle  or  to  ponr.

Enforcement  of  Law. 

(By  L.  F.  Gregory). 

I noticed  in  the  Record  of  April  the  Iffth 
an  article  to  the  minister*  of  the  State  call- 
ing upon  them  to  enlist  the  good  people  in 
the  enforcement  of  law  and  secure  their  co- 
operation in  creating  public  sentiment 
against  crime  and  in  interest  of  good  citi- 
zenship. 

Rome  time  ago  the  ministers  were  asked 
to  preach  at  least  one  aermon  to  their  re- 
spective congregations  on  Good  Citizenship 
I should  think  the  first  request  ha*  been 
largely  complied  with  by  this  time  and  be- 
lieve this  last  will  not  be  ncgleetel 

If  the  question  of  the  enforcement  of  law 
receives  its  just  consideration  much  courage 
and  a large  amount  of  grace  is  needed 
Courage  is  needed  to  say  just  what  ought 
to  be  said  and  grace  is  needed  to  be  able 
to  sav  it  in  a way  which  will  be  most  ef- 
fective. Whenever  preachers  begin  to  make 
definite  their  preaching  th*y  are  sure  to  hit, 
and  are  about  a*  sure  to  be  hit  and  it  will 
not  be  long  before  they  will  receive  a kindly 
admonition  as  to  what  they  should  presch 
from,  or  that  discussion  of  such  subjects  are 
out  of  the  preacher’s  sphere.  This  is  a sure 
evidence  that  something  vital  has  been 
touched. 

The  penalty  for  definite  preaching  must 
be  paid  and  it  is  glorious  to  pay  it  because 
it  will  add  to  the  fruit  that  wurh  preaching 
will  bear. 

Special  emphasis  just  now  is  being  placed 
upon  the  prohibition  or  liquor  laws,  the  ef- 
fort is  to  keep  sentiment  in  favor  of  it  and 
bring  the  violator  of  the  same  to  justice, 
and  so  punish  crime,  intimidate  violator*,  snd 
deter  others.  The  violator  or  man  engaged 
in  the  illicit  sale  of  liqnor  is  severely  cen- 
sured. and  justly  so,  and  deserves  the  full 
penalty  of  the  law.  But  right  here  I call 
attention  to  another  class  of  men  other  than 
blind  tiger  men.  who  should  be  severely  cen- 
sured and  have  the  weight  of  publie  senti- 
ment turned  against  them.  I refer  to  the 
class  of  men  who  defend  and  turn  loose  upon 
a community  the  guilty  and  undesirable 
citizens. 


It  is  a well  known  fact  that  justice  is  de- 
feated and  the  gulty  go  free,  simply 
through  the  trickery  of  law  and  chicanery 
of  some  lawyer.  Hr  ia  a citizen  of  the  State, 
professing  a knowledge  of  the  law,  profess- 
ing to  dispense  law  in  interest  of  justice  and 
good  citizenship,  and  take*  advantage  of  hia 
profession  of  the  State  which  gives  him 
protection,  of  hia  own  community  and  neigh- 
bor* and  return*  the  law  breaker  to  his  law- 
lessors*  to  be  a corrupter  of  morals  snd  a 
menace  to  society.  If  every  criminal  who 
is  indited  should  have  a fair  trial  but  few 
of  them  would  escape  the  punishment  they 
justly  deserve,  and  a fair  and  impartial 
trial  would  be  had  but  for  the  fact  the  sym- 
pathy and  labor  of  some  hired  lawyer  haa 
been  enlisted  for  a few  ill-gotten  dollars 
When  indictment*  are  gotten  against  crimi- 
nals such  statements  aa.  “he  will  never  be 
convicted”  are  heard.  Why?  Because  it  i* 
believed  they  will  be  defended  by  some  one 
who  knows  how  to  trick  and  defeat  justice 
If  justice  is  defeated,  the  principle  of  law 
is  violated  and  so  the  lawyer  is  aa  guilty 
as  his  client,  it  seem*  to  me,  but  should  he 
loose  hi*  ease  hi*  client  is  punished  for  the 
crime  of  which  hr  is  guilty  and  hi*  crime 
goes  unpunished.  The  criminal  and  the  de- 
fender appear  to  be  very  closely  allied.  The 
criminal  ha*  violated  the  law  and  endeavors 
to  escape  it*  penalty  while  hi*  defender  be- 
comes hi*  substitute  for  the  time  being,  seek- 
ing to  justify  him  or  refute  the  charges 
against  him.  thereby  enabling  him  to  escape 
the  penalty  of  a violated  law  In  a sense 
the  law-breaker  and  the  unscrupulous  law- 
yer are  confederate*.  It  smonnt*  to  abont 
this:  “Ton  conduct  vonr  buaines*  in  viola- 
tion of  law  and  should  you  be  caught.  If  yon 
will  give  me  a part  of  the  proceed*  of  the 
business,  I will  defend  you.” 

The  man  who  will  help  a ertmmal  break 
jail  is  severely  censored,  lavs  himself  liable 
to  prosecution  and  is  considered  a bad  man 
Why?  Beeanse  he  is  guilty  of  three  things: 
nc  thwart*  justice,  violate*  law  ahd  turns 
a criminal  loose  updli  society. 

The  lawyer  who  by  hi*  chicanery  liberates 
a criminal  is  guilty  of  no  less  yea  more,  for 
the  criminal  whom  he  has  liberated  is  under 
no  bond  but  ean  perpetrate  hia  crimes  with 
as  much  freedom  as  before. 

^ Aa  long  a*  some  lawyer*  have  no  more 
regard  for  their  profesaion  than  they  have, 
love  a few  dollar*  more  than  eharaeter  and 
justice  and  disregard  the  highest  interest  of 
society  and  good  government,  crimes  are 
going  to  be  frequent  and  many. 

While  we  are  endeavoring  to  secure  co- 
operation in  the  enforcement  of  law  and 
create  public  sentiment  against  crime,  let 
not  censure  and  condemnation  of  the  un- 
scrupulous lawyer  fail  to  be  sounded  from 
the  pulpit.

the ordinance  of  Faipusm.  it  fol- 
lows that  the  defegn  of  the  Sup- 
per begins  right  vjhfere  the  design 
of  baptism  ends.  j The  tw<f  ordi- 
nances ore  complementary.  Bap 
tism  has  its  mcss.ijge;  the  Supper 
has  its  message.— l|nt  not  the  same 
message  that  bnjttjsm  has;  for 
God  never  does  j useless  things
